Witenagemot, page 14 

A meeting of noblemen held in Anglo-Saxon culture meant 
to advise the king on various matters. In some ways a 
Witenagemot was similar to Parliament or the Althing of 
Iceland, but unlike the latter it was only called in service of the 
monarchy. In some cases, Witenagemots were summoned to 
assist in managing the kingdom during interregnum. 


Jelling, page 68 


A village in Denmark that was once a significant seat for the Danish monarchy. It 
is most renowned today for the “Jelling stones,” monuments erected in the 10th 
century by King Harald to mark his conquest of Denmark and Norway and the 
Christianization of his realm.

A naval battle estimated to 
have taken place around 986 
A.D. between the Jomsvikings, 
acting on the behalf of King 
Harald of Denmark, and Haakon 
Sigurdsson of Norway. Until 
that point, Norway had been 
a vassal kingdom of Denmark, 
but Harald’s conversion to 
Christianity and subsequent 
attempts to instate it through¬ 
out Scandinavia rankled the 
Norsemen. When Denmark 
struggled with the Holy Roman 
Empire to the south, Norway 
took the opportunity to re¬ 
nounce its allegiance to Harald. 
In retaliation, he sent the 
Jomsvikings to invade Norway, 
but they were defeated by 
Haakon at Hjorungavagr, off the 
coast of Norway. 


Hnefatafl, page 355 


A popular Viking Age board game played in Scandinavia. The suffix -tafl means 
“board.” This board was attached to a variety of games originating in the region. 
Hnefatafl was a particularly popular game in which one side plays the forces of the

king, who must move from the center of the board to the corners to escape. The 
other side plays the siege forces, who must capture the king. Although no concrete 
rules remain on record, hnefatafl is mentioned in several Viking sagas. 


Freya, page 360 


The Norse goddess of fertility, love, beauty and war. Freya rules over Folkvangr, 
a field in the afterlife that is the destination of those deceased who do not reach 
Valhalla. 



Battle of Maldon, page 369 


A battle between England and the invading Viking force in 991 A.D. Earl 
Byrhtnoth led a small force of Anglo-Saxons against the invaders and was routed. 
This defeat for the English led to the practice of Danegeld, a tribute paid in ap¬ 
peasement to the Danish invaders.

Introduction 

At the end of the Edo Period, the arrival of the “black ships” from 
abroad spelled the end of 260 years of isolation enforced by the shogunate. 
In response to the shogunate’s desire to open the country’s borders, 
disgruntled regional forces loyal to the emperor, such as the Choshu 
Domain, planned a rebellion. The imperial loyalists massed in Kyoto, 
where the emperor lived, growing increasingly bold until the city became, 
in effect, a lawless area. In an effort to restore order, the shogunate 
recruited ronin (masterless samurai) in Edo (Tokyo) and sent them to 
Kyoto. 

Among these men were Kondo Isami and Okita Soji, students at 
the Shieikan dojo in Tama. Upon reaching Kyoto, they formed the 
“Shinsengumi” under the orders of the daimyo of Aizu Domain, who had 
been charged with keeping the peace in the city. But, unable to reverse 
the tide of history, the shogunate lost power, and the Shinsengumi were 
defeated at the Battle of Toba-Fushimi. In 1868, Kondo and Okita had 
fled to Edo. Okita’s body was already wracked with tuberculosis at this 
time.

Kodansha Comics: After your success with Planetes, what made you want 
to leave science fiction and write about Vikings instead? 

Makoto Yukimura: 1 decided that the Viking Age and its cultures were 
the most appropriate setting to explore violence, the theme I wanted to 
write about. 

Relative to other manga artists, I don’t get really hung up on genre. 

What’s most important to me is how to communicate to the readers 
what I’m trying to say, what I’m trying to draw, in just the right way, 
without any misunderstandings. Certainly it’s easiest to stay motivated if 
you just turn the motifs you like into manga, but the motifs I like aren’t 
necessarily the best way to express these themes. 

You’ve obviously done a lot of research into Norse history and mythology. 
What surprised you most about Viking culture, and do you have a favorite 
Norse myth or tale? 

I forget the source, but the thing that surprised me most was about the 
Vikings’ moral feelings about murder. Around the beginning of my 
research, I read in some book that, of course, they recognized that murder 
is a sin. But at a feast with drinking, if you killed the man next to you 
while under the influence of alcohol, the sin would be absolved because 
“the alcohol was sitting in the seat.” I felt that a society that had feelings 
like that toward murder yet didn’t collapse was very unique. 



My favorite tale is Hasnsa-Thorir’s saga [Hasnsa-boris saga]. As the name 
indicates, it’s the story of a Viking farmer named Haensa-Thorir. One day, 
a local big man named Ketil came to Thorir and suggested he sell some 
of his hay. But Thorir didn’t want to sell. Thorir, who was bom into a 
lower class and had no dependents or ability as a warrior, was despised 
and threatened by everyone living nearby, so no matter whom he sold 
to it wouldn’t be a good deal for him. But Ketil pressured Thorir, using 
the social norm that he who has should give to those who have not. Ketil 
proposed deal after deal, but Thorir refused. Finally, Ketil said, “I have 
done everything I can to negotiate, but he has obstinately refused.” Using 
that as a justification, he decided to take some of the hay without Thorir’s 
consent. Thorir brought a claim against Ketil for seizing his hay, and the 
story gets complicated, but in the end Ketil was killed. When I read it, 

I realized that Vikings weren’t mere anarchists. If there was something 
they wanted, they didn’t immediately plunder it. In everyday life, they
